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SAMUEL FRAD KILLED 


IN AN AUTO ACCIDENT 
EARLY SUNDAY MORNING 


Was Taking Ride Through Country With 


Party of Six Others When Machine 


Turned Turtle 


THKEE'S A BIG X CLUB STARTING IN 


WASHINGTON, WITH DEPEW AS X NO. 1. 


A Brother, Jesse Frad Sustains Broken Arm and 
Several Others Were Injured—Body Brought to 


Parents Home in This City and Funeral 


Wfll Be Held Tuesday. 


Caught under the heavy body, of 


an automobile when it turned turtle. 
Samuel Prad. 20 years of age. was 
killed and several others were in- 
jured early Sunday morning at Mas- 
sieville. a short distance from Chilli- 
oothe. 
The accident occurred after 


the men were returning to Chilli- 
cothe from \Vaverly after an early 
morning trip. 


After the heavy machine had been 


lifted from the prostrate body of Mr. 
, Frad. it was found that death had 
been instantaneous for his neck was 
broken. Jesse Frad. also of this city. 
who was in the party, suffered a 
broken arm, while the others were 
injured in various ways. 
Jesse Frad accompanied the body 


of his brother home Sunday evening. 
and he was seen by an Advocate re- 
porter Monday morning, and he told 
about the accident during the inter- 
view. 


"About 11 o'clock Saturday night 


I left my place of business and went 
out to get shaved, and during my 
absence the trip was planned. When 
I returned they asked me to go and 
1 went, although I had a premoni- 
tion that something would happen 
before we got back to town. 
"The party consisted of Drew Rob- 


inson, a wealthy young fellow who 
owned the car, a seven-passenger 
machine. 
George Grevis. Clarence 
Breil, Frank O'Donnel. John Steel, 
my brother Samuel and myself. 
It 


was shortly after midnight when we 
started for a ride to Waverly. and 
as the road was in fine shape the 
trip was enjoyable. 
A stop was 


made at the hotel there and then 
the homeward trip was commenced. 


"Robinson decided to try a new 


road on the way back and Omega, 
six miles 
from 
Chillicothe, 
was 


reached when he discovered that he 
had lost the way. Rather than spend 
the time hunting for the correct road 
the party returned to Waverly and 
the rim "to Chimcothe 
was 
com- 


menced over the same road that 
they had passed over a short time 
before that. 


"Samuel Frad was sitting on the 


front seat with Robinson, who was 
driving the car. while George Grevis 
and myself occupied the two small 
renter seats. While in the tonneau 
Clarence Breil. Frank O'Donnel and 
John Steel sat. 
Samuel and 
Mr 


Robinson were talking of a piece of 
land near Lincoln. Hi., which Rob- 
inson recently fell heir to. and it is 
the supposition that he was so inter- 
ested in telling of his new property 
that he was carelessly running the 
machine with one hand. 


"Suddenly the front wheels struck 


a rut in the road. 
Robinson 
was 


caught unawares and the big 
car 


commenced rocking dizzily from one 
side of the road to ?he other. 
Rea- 


lizing that the auto would get away 
from him unless he acted promptly. 
Robinson made a frantic effort 
to 


control the machine by grabbing the 
steering wheel, but his attempt was 
useless and the car turned turtle. 
Although the body of the car was 
wrecked the engines 
stiil 
worked 


and the wheels whirled in the air 
until the shut-off lever 
could 
be 


reached. 
The powerful headlights" 


still burned and enabled the men to 
start their work of rescue. 


"1 was sitting directly behind my 


broiher. listening to the talk about 
the Illinois farm land, when the car 
swerved ana" then 
commenced 
to 


rock. 
I realized that something was 


about to happen but before I could 
even think of doing anything 
the 


auto careened and 
turned 
upside 


down. 
1 was pinned under it but in 


such a way that I could realize what 
was going on. 
I heard a racket 


that I afterwards found was the en- 
gines still working, and then they 
lifted the car and got me out. al- 
though I told them to look after the 
others first for I wasn't hurt. 


"What I feared most 
was 
that 


something had happened to Sam and 
1 called several times bat he didn't 
answer: then I though he was dead. 
1 began to wonder ir the gasoline or 
oil would leak into the car and catch 
lire, when the body was lifted and I 
partially crawled and was partially 
pulled out into the road. 


"We found Robinson next, pinned 


under the auto and we got him out 
and then we looked for Sam. 
We 


finally found him. his head sticking 
out from under the machine which 
rested upon his neck. 
Steel, 
al- 


though not a large 
man. 
crawled 


part way under the car and lifted 
it on his back so that we could pull 
Sam 
out. 
It 
was 
superhuman 


strength for it afterwards took three 
men to lift the machine as high as 
he did by himself. 


"We ran to a couple of farm houses" 


and got help, and when we came 
back Robinson was lying in the road 
unconscious. 
He has been uncon- 


scious ever since, although a tele- 
phone cali to Chillicothe this morn- 
ing brought the information that he 
is improving. It is feared, however, 
that he is internally injured." 
Jesse Frad sustained 
a 
broken 


right arm and a few bruises, while 
Grevis, who sat opposite him. had 
the ligaments in his leg torn loose. 
The occupants of the tonneau were 
pitched out when the car turned over 
and were but slightly injured. 
Breil 


sustained a few cuts about the head 
but neither O'Donnel nor Steel were 
injured. 
Steel was slightly injured 


later while running for help when 
he ran into a barbwire fence. 


Breil was dazed by the terrible 


catastrophe and ran from the scene 
as fast as he could and was later 
found in Chillicothe. 
Those 
who 


were not injured ran to a farmhouse 
and telephoned to ChilHcothe 
for 


ambulances and doctors and the in- 
jured were soon taken care of. The 
body of Samuel Frad was taken to 
an undertaker's, and If was brought 
to Newark last night, accompanied 
bf Jesse and Harry Frad and sev- 
eral friends from that city. 


Samuel Frad was born in Newark. 


October 4. 1890. and was a son of 
Mr. and 
Mrs. Nathan Frad. 34" 


North Fourth street. He resided in 
this city ali his life until two years 
ago. when he and Jesse 
went 
to 


Chillicothe and opened a cafe in that 
city. 
Both w-^re well known 
to 


many 
Newark 
people 
who 
were 


shocked to learn of the young man's 
untimely death. 


His body will be taken to Zanes- 


vilie Tuesday morning and will be j 
buried beside that of

1S97. 
He was re-electeU ia 1903 


and again in 1909. His term -would 
have expired in March, 1915. 


Senator Clay is the first man in 
121 years of Georgia's history as a 
state, outside of his colleague. Sen- 
ator Bacon, to be returned to the 
senate for three successive terms.
